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The Citrus Situation. 


It may be lliat, through a restriction of the citrus district, caused 
Vy the frost of January, 1913, some material good may be done the 
indusfry. 
Planting citrus fruits in localities that are annually visited 
by heavy frosts has been discouraged. 
There were literally hundreds 
«)f acres of oranges and lemons, planted to young treses in some locali­ 
ties that; were frozen to the ground, and these will, in most cases, be; 
planfed to some other crop that will stand the frost better. 


The old and tried and true districts, where no frosts of a damaging 
nature have ever come, with the exeejjtion of the oni" .just spoken of, 
which was state-wide, will bcniefit by the restriction of the citrus des- 
trict, not oii'ly because it will ti-nd to kccf) the supply nearer the 
demand, but because it will have a tcndeney to raise Ihi! standard of 
('alifornia 
fruits. 
Through o u r pi'o-rating systfjtn. a great (h^hl of 
friiit that was danuiged by frost has been mixed with the good fruit 
in years past, and tlu; (flfect eoidd be nothing but bad. 
ff the grow­ 
ing of citrus fruits in frost distri<'ls is discouraged, the fruits from 
Ihe proven districits will cfunmand a better prie'e. 


Hut this discouragemf^rit on accou!it of the frost is not the reason 
w h y thtu'(! is so little new planting being donc! in California this year, 
(tr at least it is not the primary or principal reason. 
The citrus grower 
has felt tlu! national and world-wide money stringency as well as have 
people! in other lines of business. 
Thes(! nrc. not so many new men 
<;oining into the citrus districts to plant out vacant land, even in a 
valley so famously 
exempt 
from frost as the Covina valhiy. 
The 
money market of the country is fpiict, business is quiet, and the pre­ 
vailing ('onditions hav(! their effect on our own industry as well as 
111)011 that of others. 


The cfTeet of the cutting of Ihe tariff on oranges has not been to 
immediately flood our market with conipiHitiV(! fruit from 
foreign 
countries in great excess over liigli-tariff years, b\it the cutting of 
tariff on all products, raw materials and mamifaetured goods in the 
country hiis affected th<! pros|)erity of the (country, has thrown many 
out of employment, and the citrus grower must share the dull times 
along with everyone. 


in lower freight. 
In view of what w e have shown what shall be said 
of the resolutions of the Los Angeles chamber of commerce, as incor­ 
porated by Mr. Stephens in his subsidy plea, that " t h e 
commercial 
interests of the Pacific coast and of the entire country w o u l d suffer 
from a repeal of the law exempting American s h i p p i n g " from free 
lolls.

Let's Do Ourselves a Good Turn, 


The'municipally-owned 
water system returns its profits to the 
water-users. 
Water is the easiest public 
utility 
upon 
which 
t^ 
make a profit. 
Its distributing system is not expensive; the pro­ 
duct itself is cheap. 
The water system is often used as a universal 
tax by which to raise money to maintain 
other 
utilities 
that 
are 
non-profitable 
or only nominally profitable. 
M a n y cities maintain 
ffcwer systems from the profits obtained from the water system. 


If a privately-owned water system 
places 
an 
arbitrarily 
high 
charge on the consumer for the u.se of; water, the profits go into 
private hands, and so far as the consumer is concerned, the pro- 
tits ar(! lost forever. 
But, if a municipality charges more 
money 
for its water than is necessary to maintain the water system, 
the 
profits go into the hands of tlie cotisunier through the 
riiaintenance 
of other fiublie utilities. 
And, aside from these facts is the more 
important ftiet that nninicipalities never charge as high a rate as 
do [jrivate eori)orations. 
This ought to be enough to convince any 
tax-payer, rentei- or citizen of any walk of life that he is better off 
wlufu owning bis share of the system than when he .simply pays for 
the water he uses.
